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FREED BY JURY 


Verdict of Not Gully Is Reached 
on the First Ballot 


I$ RECEIVED W.TH APPLAUSE 


Crowd In Courtroom as Well as 
Throng Outside Cheer, Clap Hands 
and Throw Hats In Air—Girl Who 
Was Charged With Killing Glover to 
Spend Christmas In Old Home— 
Murder Myster May Never Be Solved 


Cambridge, Mass., Dec. 15.—Hat- 
tie LeBlanc is free. The jury in the 
Middlesex superior criminal court took 


and hour and thirty-two minutes to 
leave the courtroom and return with 
the verdict for the defendant express- 
ing its conviction that she did not 
kill Clarence F, Glover. 

When the jury returned to the 
courtroom and Clerk Dillingham, ad- 
dressing Foreman Fairbanks, asked if 
the jury had arrived at a verdict, not 
only the foreman, but several others 
of the jurymen as well, exclaimed 
emphatically: “Not guilty.” 

Immediately there was wild excite- 
ment in the courtroom. Men and 
women stood up, clapped their hands 
and shouted, so that not for some sec- 
Onds could the court officers quell the 
disturbance. 

When there was quiet, the clerk 
told Hattie that she was discharged 
from the indictment and might go 
hence sine die. 

It took only one ballot of the twelve 
men who held the fate of the girl fn 
their hands to acquit her. In prison 
for more than a year, on trial for two 
weeks and three days, the little girl 
was in a maze of emotions when she 
was liberated. She cried in her joy 
and she laughed in her grief, 

Hattie was then taken over to the 
sheriff's office. A great throng was 
waiting for her outside the building. 
They cheered her all the way across 
to the jail. 

At the request of the jurymen, Mr. 
Johnson and Mr, Tufts, counsel for 
the defense, went to the jury room to 
be congratulated by the jury. Both 
men shook hands with each of the 
jurors. When the jury leit the room 
those in the corridors clapped their 
hands and cheered. 

When they reached the street John~- 
son was at their head. Handclapping 
and cheering greeted them in the 
street. The jurymen and Johnsen 
raised their hats and men in the crowd 
outside tossed their hats in the air. 

“IT am delighted with the verdict,” 
said Hattie LeBlane to newspaper re- 
porters. “I am going home to spend 
Christmas with my mother and sis- 
ters.” 

“How did you feel, Hattie, while 
the jury was out deliberating?” she 
was asked. : 

“I felt sure of the outcome and it 
comforted me.” 

“What are you going to doin the fu- 
ture?” 

“I do not know now; for a few days 
I shall stay with my friends and then 
I shall go back with my father to my 
home in West Arichat.” 

“I thank the judge, the jury and my 
counsel, Mr. Johnson, to whom I am 
very grateful.” 

Following the announcement of the 
verdict Assistant District. Attorney 
Wier walked up to the bench and 
talked with Judge Bond about further 
action in the murder case, in view of 
the discharge of Hattie LeBlanc and 
the allegations that had been made 
against Mrs. Lillian M. Glover, the 
widow of the murdered man. 

“I think,” said the assistant dis- 
trict attorney, “that in view of what 
has come out in this trial, Hattie Le- 
Blane should tell her story to the 
grand jury.” 

Judge Bond told Wier that as the 
matter sands now there is not enough 
evidence against Mrs. Glover to 
justify action against her. Judge 
Bond said for publication: 

“They will have to get more evi- 
dence before they could do anything 
in the way of convicting Mrs. Glover 
of the murder. There is not enough 
evidence as the case stands now to 
convict her of the crime.” 

In view of this statement by Bond 
the impression about the courthouse 
was that nothing further would be 
done toward clearing up the Glover 
murder. 


Mrs. Glover Is Silent 

Waltham, Mass., Dec. 15.—Mrs. 
Lillian M. Glover, who was a cen- 
tral figure in the trial, was at her 
home here when the jury brought in 
the verdict which freed her former 
servant from killing Mrs. Glover’s 
husband. She said: 

“T do not care to say anything about 
the verdict of the jury. I know what 
it is, but I won’t say a word. I know 
all about what Judge Bond said, but 1 
do not care to say anything about it.” 

This referred to Judge Bond’s state- 
ment that Mrs. Glover cannot be con- 
victed of the murder upon the evi- 
dence against her brought out during 
the LeBlanc trial.

FUND OF $10,000,000 
IN BEHALF OF PEACE 


New Foundation ts Created 
by Andrew Carnegie 


Washington, Dec. 15.—Andrew 
Carnegie has transferred to a board 
of trustees $10,000,000 in 5 percent 
first. mortgage bonds, the revenue of 
which will be used to “hasten the 
abolition of international war” and es- 
tablishing a lasting world peace. 

The formal transfer was made at a 
meeting in the rooms of the Carnegie 
Research foundation. The trustees 
organized by choosing as_ president 
United States Senator Root, the 
permanent representative of the 
United States at The Hague peace 
tribunal. President Taft has consent- 
ed to be an honoorary president of the 
foundation. 

The method by which the annual 
income of $500,000 shall be expended 
is left by Carnegie entirely to the 
trustees. When the establishment of 
universal peace {s attained, the donor 
provides that the revenue shall be de- 
voted to the banishment of the “next 
most degrading evil or evils,” the sup- 
pression of which would most ad- 
vance the progress, elevation and hap- 
piness of man, 


VIEWS OF MRS. SNOWDEN 


Suffragette Finds American Men Are 
More Easily Converted 

New York, Dec. 15.—American 
men are easily converted to the sup- 
port of woman suffrage and are much 
more sympathetic when approached on 
the proposition than are the women. 
Opposition to woman suffrage in 
America is mainly unintelligent. 

Such are the conclusions of Mrs. 
Philip Snowden, the British suffragist, 
who was the guest of honor at a din- 
ner by the Men’s League for Woman 
Suffrage. 

Six hundred guests listened to the 
speech of Mrs. Snowden and a num- 
ber of others. Mrs. Carrie C. Catt 
declared it her belief that New York 
state would vote suffrage as soon as 
England.

He Will Be Chief Justice 
of Nation’s Highest Court

TAFT DECIDES 
UPON WHITE 


Democrat Appointed Chief Juss 
tice of Supreme Court 


WILL CAUSE SOME SURPRISE 


Generally Understoo!l That Hughes 
Was Slated For High Honor, but 
President’s Advisers Object on 
Ground of Inexperience—All Pollti- 
cal Considerations Disregarded in 
Promoting Southern Soldier 


Washington, Dec. 12.—Associate 
Justice Edward D. White of the Unit- 
ed States supreme court is to be ele- 


vated to the chief justiceship of that 
tribunal. President Taft sent the 
nomination to the senate today at 
noon. 

The nomination of Justice White to 
be chief justice was immediately con- 
firmed by the senate. 

The announcement that White will 
be the new chief justice undoubtedly 
will cause some surprise, because it 
had been pretty generally understood 


for some time past that Justice Hughes | 


was slated for that high honor. Dur- 
ing the past few days, however, it 
became known that a change in the 
slate for head of the supreme court 
might be made. : 

Some of the president’s closest ad- 
visers argued with him that Hughes’ 
experience at the bar had not been 
sufficient to warrant his promotion at 
this time to the highest judicial posi- 
tion in the country. They claimed 
that Hughes’ reputation as a lawyer 
had been gained principally in his con- 
duct of two legislative investigations. 

They agreed with the president that 
everything pointed to a most brilliant 
career on the bench for the rt 
governor. At the same time, they of- 
fered the argument that Hughes was 
the youngest man on the bench and 


‘that his opportunity for promotion 


would come later when he would have 
had the advantage of maturing ex- 
perience of having served several 
years on the bench. 

Eliminating Hughes from promotion 
and eliminating all suggestions from 
outside the court, President Taft, it 
is said, turned naturally to Justice 
White. In doing so he disregarded 
all political considerations. 

Justice White is a Democrat and 
was born in the parish of Lafourche, 
La., Nov. 3, 1845. He was educat- 


| ed at Mt. St. Mary’s, near Emmets- 


burg, Md., Jesuit college, New Or- 
leans, and Georgetown( D, C.) col- 
lege. é 

He served in the Confederate army. 
In 1868 he was admitted to the bar In 
Louisiana, became a member of the 
state senate and in 1878 became an as- 
sociate justice of the Louisiana su- 
preme court. 

From 1891 to 1894 he was in the 
United States senate and in 1894 was | 
appointed an associate justice of the ; 
United States supreme court by Gro- | 
ver Cleveland. 

So far as Washington can recall this 
fs the first time that a chief justice 
of the political faith opposed to that 
of the administration has ever been 
appointed. 

Washington, Dec, 18.—In addition 
to Edward D. White to be chief jus- 
tice of the United States supreme 
court, President Taft sent these nomi- 
nations to the senate Monday: 

To be associate justices, United 
States supreme court, Judge Willis 
Van Devanter of Wyoming and Judge

Sum of $10,000 Let to Glover and Each 
of His Children and $5000 to Adopted 
Son—Mrs. Stetson Given Diamond 
Brooch—New York Church Gets 
$175,000 to Pay Off Indebtedness— 
Mrs. Eddy’s Household Remembered 


Concord, N. H., Dec. 15.—The 
will of Mrs. Mary Baker G, Eddy was 
filed in the probate court here. It 
hames Henry M. Baker of Bow, N. 


H., as sole executor and provides 
that he shall not be required to fur- 
nish securities on his official bond. 

Mrs, Eddy says that she hag already 
given George W. Glover, her son, 
four mortgage deeds bought of the 
Farmers’ Loan and Trust company of 
Kansas, and “moneys at various 
times.” She hereby ratifies the trans- 
fers and gifts. 

In addition ghe wills him $10,000 
and the same amount to each of his 
five children. She bequeaths $1000 
to George H. Moore of Concord, 
N. H. 

“For the purpose of more effectually 
promoting and extending the religion 
of Christian Science as taught by 
me,” Mrs. Eddy makes the mother 
ehurch in Boston her residuary lega- 
tee, after various bequests are paid. 

Among these other bequests fs one 
of $100,000 to the Christian Science 
board of directors to be held in trust 
for the purpose of providing free in- 
structions for “indigent, well educat- 
ed, worthy Christian Scientists at the 
Massachueetts Metaphysical college. 
and to’-aid them hereafter until they 
can maintain themselves.{n some de- 
partment of Christian Science.” 

Dr.-. J. Foster Eddy, her adopt- 
ed son, gets $5000; Calvin A. Frye, 
$20,000, and there are several more 
bequests of $1000 to $3000 each to 
relatives and to attendants of the 
Eddy household, 

By codicils Mrs. Eddy directs that 
an indebtedness of $175,000 upon the 
church edifice of the Second Church 
of Christ, Scientist, in New York 
shall be cancelled from her estate, 
and bequeaths her ‘crown of dia- 
monds” heart pin to Mrs. Augusta BD. 
Stetson of New York. 

The will was filed in the probate of- 
fice for Merrimac county at 3:15 
o’clock yesterday afternoon by Henry 
M. Baker. Judge Corning received 
and allowed the will in common form. 

Mr. Baker immediately petitioned 
for its approval in solemn form and a 
hearing thereon was ordered to follow 
the mailing of notices as required by 
law. 

The will was executed on Sept. 13, 
1901, and re-executed as an original 
will, Nov. 7, 1903, the previous will 
having been lost or mislaid. There 
are two codicils, the first dated Nov. 
7, 1903, and the second May 14, 
1904.

One of the Inner Wheels 

The voters of Massachusetts should 
not lose sight of one of the “wheels 
within wheels” that has been set in 
motion during the past week by the 
appointment of Captain Gardner W. 
Pearson of Lowell to be Adjutant 
General under Governor Foss’s ad- 
ministration. The voters of the Fifth 
Congressional District have never 
ceased to wonder, with each recur- 
ring Congressional election, at the 
tremendous majority secured by 
Butler Ames in the city of Lowell. 
This is true of most of the voters, 
but those who have been on the in- 
side have never had any question as 
to the splendid working machinery 
under the direction of Sonpivastien 
Ames, and showing its greatest ef- 
ficiency in his own, city of Lowell, 
An important factor in that machine 
in all these years has been this same 
Captain Pearson, a cousin, a Demo- 
crat, a popular citizen of that city. 

Probably there is no family in the 
Commonwealth that sticks closer to- 
ether than does this Butler-Ames 
amily with all of its many and varied 
ramifications. What interests one, 
interests the other, and it has been 
natural that having important busi- 
ness connections headed by both 
Republican and Democrat, where in 
no case Republicanism or Democ- 
racy has ever interfered with per- 
sonal ambition, the organization of 
this family into a political machine 
has made it very powerful. Until 
this very year there has never been 
an election held where the Congress- 
man’s Democratic support has not 
very nearly equaled that of his Re- 
publican associates, and there are 
some who suggest that this year will 
show a larger percentage of his vote 
coming from Democrats than ever 
before, because of the very great de- 
fection from him on the part of mem- 
bers of his own party. 

Captain Pearson made a very ex- 
cellent postmaster at Lowell under 
President Cleveland. - He is a man 
of eminent ability and will probably 
make good in every respect as ad- 
jutant general. What is more inter- 
esting than all this is the probable 
guarantee of seven votes now pledged 
to Butler Ames, for Governor-elect 
Foss’s senatorial support when he 
gets ready to demand them. Alto- 
gether it is one of the cleverest 
moves in the game that Mr. Foss 
has thus far made, this naming of 
Captain Pearson for adjutant general. 
Ames must have fully made up his 
mind that he is not himself a factor 
in this fight. His hatred of Senator 
Lodge would make it a most natural 
thing for him to do, to plan any sort 
of a possible deal that would add to 
the strength of any candidate who 


already possessed enough strength 
to be a factor. The unfolding of 
future moves in this remarkable 


game will be watched with a deal of 
interest. But the doings of the past 
week would indicate that “Foss — 
the Boss” had picked up a trick or 
two through this innocent (?) ap- 
pointment of an adjutant general. 


A Peculiar Selection 


Governor Draper’s appointments 
have been so universally good during 
his administration as the State’s 
Chief Executive, it is to be regretted 
that his last one will not impress 
most of the newspapers, to say the 
least, as being in that class. To name 
Frank L. Dean as Controller of 
County Accounts savors of nothing 
except reward for a man who had 
served the Governor faithfully, but 
always indiscreetly. The report of 
the State Committee shows that this 
same Dean drew a very large sum 
of money for traveling expenses and 
labor in the last campaign, and it is 
doubtful if anybody who was familiar 
with his labor would pass any other 
comment upon it than that it would 
have been better to have paid the 
money to Mr. Dean to keep him at 
home than to have him agitate the 
state with his peculiar personality. 
So far as anyone knows, Mr. Dean 
has no claim as an expert on county 
accounts. As a public servant, his 
only experience has been as the Goy- 
ernor’s private secretary, and if any 
one thing contributed to the loss of 
friends for that honorable gen- 
tleman, it was the manner and meth- 
od marking the work of this same 
Mr. Dean. One cannot help being 
pleased that the Governor remembers 
men whom he believes to be faithful 
servants, but in this case the result 
is to put into the public service of 
Massachusetts a man made totally 
unfit for any kind of public service, 
through a personality that always re- 
pulses and a manner that always 
arouses antagonism. We commis- 
erate the county officials of Massa- 
chusetts. 


Attorney Melvin M. Johnson has 
brought a deal of satisfaction to his 
many friends in the Commonwealth 
because of his able handling of the 
Le. Blanc case during the recent mur- 
der trial. Those who have known 
him long, expected he would make 
good, but their fondest expectations 
could not have surpassed the realiz- 
ations, and he well deserves the high 
praise given to him. In this connec- 
tion one should not lose sight of the 
unfair attitude that seems to be pre- 
valent in discussing District Attorney 
Hiegins. He has had the unpopular 
side of this case. To many people 
on the outside, he has not handled it 
well but that does not take away one 
whit from the credit that is due him 
for trying to do what appeared to be 
a very unpleasant duty. Even at the 
cost of having a guilty person go un- 
punished, the general public will wish 
that this whole affair might now be 
forgotten.

McDOUGALL’S MUSINGS 


A Scotch Sermon 

“He hath never fed on the dainties 
that are bred in a book.” 

They say that a soldier invented 
printing, and a priest gunpowder, Be 
that as it may, both printing and gun- 
powder have bulked largely in giving 
us the thing we call civilization. 

Whether the pen or the sword has 
done the most good it is not for me 
to decide; I leave that question for 
wiser men. My text is about books, 
There are many kinds of reading— 
geen: bad, and indifferent. “Some 

ooks are lees frae end to end, and 
some great lees were never penned” 
is just as true today as it was when 
Robert Burns lived and cheered the 
whole world with his simple, human, 
kindly rhymes. The taste for read- 
ing of the right kind is a great bless- 
ing and comfort, just like wholesome, 
good food to a healthy man. The 
one keeps the thing they call the 
mind in good order, and the other 
gives energy and strength to the 
body. 

The man who cannot digest plain, 
wholesome food is an invalid, and 
the man who cannot enjoy reading 
a good book has a diseased mind. 
“Who can-minister to a mind dis- 
eased?” 

There is a saying, “Beware of the 
man of one book.” It: may also be 
said, beware of the man of too many 
books, The man of one book is apt 
to be cynical, dogmatic and conceited, 
while the man who reads too many 
books is likely to have no mind of 
his own, and like the glutton that 
eats too much: is likely to have 
nightmare; even in good daylight he 
is not sure whether he is dreaming 
or sleeping. ; 

have made too long an introduc- 
tion to this sermon on reading, yet 
it is true, as the old Scotch woman 
said, that a sermon should have a 
good introduction, a sharp, practical 
application, and the middle of the 
sermon filled up with any haver 
so that you.could sleep soundly for 
a quarter of an hour and not lose 
any of the heads of the discussions. 

On Sunday afternoon for some time 
past we have been favored greatly by 
two learned men reading aloud “free 
gratis for nothing” to all and sundry 


who cared to hear them. How many 
cared? As a Scotchman I wish to 
speak freely to the many young men 
from bonnie Dundee, and thes where 
the Brothick joins the sea. Sunday 
.is the day of days. 


“On Sabbath days 
stands ope 

And blessings are sent down more 
plentiful than hope.” 

I leave the churches and your own 
conscience to the settlement of theo- 
logical and ethical questions as to 
Sunday observance. What I wish to 
say is that after dinner on Sunday 
you can take two hours’ rest or sleep 
and be ready to enjoy hearing an 
hour’s reading. I have been vexe 
to see dozens of my young country- 
men lounging and: hanging at street 
corners, with their hands in their 
pockets and a pipe in their mouths, 
discussing earnestly what the, last 
score of football was, or who had the 
most “prussic acid” inside of him at 
Lawrence. Boys, will you look around 
this little town where in the good 
providence of the Almighty you are 
privileged to live? Just look about 
you and note the men who came 
from Scotland and Ireland thirty or 
forty years ago. 
of their own and are amongst the 
gentry of the town. They did not 
hang around street corners like a wet 
rag on Sunday afternoons. Take a 
thought and mend. Try one hour 
of good reading. Put on your best 
store clothes—no golf caps allowed 
on Sunday. Dress yourselves like 
dudes. I like a dude; he is some- 
thing and may turn out to be a man, 
but this careless, golf cap man on 
Sunday is not likely ever to be of 
anv use to himself or anyone else. 
All Scotch children behave better 
after they get a good “skelping.” I 
hope this letter will be taken in good

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PSALM 41 


This Psalm, though not Messi- 
anic, reminds us of Jesus, and is 
quoted by him with reference to Ju- 
das, “That the scripture might be 
fulfilled. He that eateth bread with 
me hath lifted up his heel against 
me, Jno, 13:18, c.f. V. 9. Vs: 1, 
are condensed by our Lord into his 
fifth beatitude, “Blessed are the mer- 
ciful for they shall obtain mercy,” 
and the story of the Psalmist re- 
sembles the record of him who was 
foretold as “the man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief.” 

The Psalm is evidently a narrative 
of personal experience. It opens 
with God’s testimony in favor of 
those who consider—are wise to— 
the poor, those in distress. Jehovah 
will guard and preserve him, will re- 
store him when sick; will prosper 
him in the land, and will not give 
him over to the will—the appetite— 
of his enemies. 

This description of the compassion- 
ate man begins with an admiring ex- 
clamation. ‘“O the happiness” be- 
longing to such a character, and such 
a one the Psalmist seems to consider 
himself to be. But the “happinesses” 
have been. wholly wanting, as he 
shows in the prayer that follows. 
Vs. 5-8 describe his treatment by en- 
emies, and V. 9 caps the climax in 
the treachery of a cherished and fa- 
vored friend. 

The record begins and ends with 
the same appeal, Vs. 4 and-to. I said 
Lord, be merciful to me, heal my 
soul—not because I have been merci- 
ful—his first thought—but because I 
have sinned. It is the prayer of the 
publican, “God be merciful to me, a 
sinner.” His recounting of the sins 
committed against himself seems to 
have aroused resentment, V, 10, Be 
merciful unto me and raise me up— 
that I may requite them. We need 
to watch against sin even while con- 
fessing it. For, as Paul says of him- 
self, “When I would do good evi! 
is present with me,” and yet there is 
in this prayer. faith and hope and 
thanksgiving, mingled with humility, 
Vs. 11, 12. “By this I know that 
thou favorest me because mine en- 
emy doth not triumph over me, and 
as for me, thou upholdest me in 
mine integrity, and settest me before 
thy..face forever.” God has_ great 
reason to have patience with our 
prayers, and we to plead, “Forgive 
the iniquity of my holy things.” 

The doxology at the end of this 
Psalm closes the first of the five 
books into which the Psalter is di- 
vided, as some suppose with refer- 
ence to the five books of Moses. 

The first book contains many 
Psalms credited to David, and may 
have been wholly or in part collect- 
ed by him for worship at Jerusalem 
after he had prepared for and 
brought in the Ark of the Covenant. 
In this book, Ps, 1-41, the name “Je- 
hovah,” God of the Covenant, pre- 
vails, In the second, 42-72, the name 
most used for God is “Elokim.” It 
contains several Psalms written by 
the sons of Korah. In the third, Ps, 
73-89. containing. Psalms by Asaph, 
the name Jehovah again predomi- 
nates. The fourth (Ps. go-106) is 
made up largely of Psalms of a later 
date, and one attributed to Moses— 
Ps, XC. The fifth book contains 
forty-four Psalms—more than either 
of the others, and among these the 
fifteen songs (120-134) called the 
Songs of Degrees, used in connec- 
tion with the. pilgrimages to the 
three annual feasts at Jerusalem, 
which were designed to cultivate pa- 
triotism and keep the tribes united. 
Ps, 113-118 form what is called the 
Hallel or song of praise sung at the 
various feasts, Ps. 115-118 is doubt- 
less the hymn. sung together by 
Christ and his disciples at the close 
of the last supper. 

The following is from Prof. Mur- 
ray: “What we call the Psalter is

'a collection of various books of re- 


for use in worship in the second 
Temple, between the return under 
Joshua and Alexander’s conquest of 
Palestine, during the two centuries 
between 537 and 3337 B.C. The first 
book is drawn exclusively from the 
service book of the Solomoni Tem- 
ple, the sacred songs of David. 

“The second and third books were 
prepared by Nehemiah, about a cen- 
tury later, and were a part of his 
reform of the service. e not only 
borrows from the older service books 
but gathered many other poems of 
value for several songs. 

“The fourth book was compiled by 
some scholar connected with the 
Temple about fifty years later, to 
meet a want of liturgic chorals which 
none of the other *books supplied. 
Finally towards the middle of the 
fourth century B, C., the Temple 
Board, who had been charged with 
gathering and editing the sacred 
books, took in hand the religious 
Song of the Temple. They took the 
four books which were in constant 
use, added to them a supplementary 
collection of new songs, cast the 
whole into a single book, giving it 
doxology Psalm 150, and introduced 
it by their authority into the Temple 
services, and there it remains to this 
day.’

Culinary Mysteries That Bewildered 
an Englishwoman. 

One moment we were eating ducks’ 
eggs whose blackened, lime flavored 
whites indicated that their age was 
unimpeachable; the next we were grap- 
pling with sea weeds, macaroni and 
the slippery sharks’ fins that eluded 
our clumsily manipulated sticks. Now 
we tackled—not without fear—un- 
known meats and vegetables cooked in 
sugar, fresh shrimps, mushrooms from 
Mongolia, young bamboo sprouts, pi- 
geons’ eggs and a hundred different 
foreign tasting messes. Then clean 
plates were given to us, and bowls of 
sickly pink sirup, sweet potato and 
Indian corn cakes of dusky hue were 
set before each one. These were only 
crevice fillers and concluded the first 
and lighter portion of the repast, Now 
came the real substantial meal, where- 
in every dish had an accompaniment 
of smaller ones, containing gravies, 
etc., in which to dip the morsel taken 

from the central bowl. 

There was stewed duck cooked with- 
out salt, roast sucking pig, forcemeat 
balls and chicken; there were soups of 
birds’ nest, of mushroom, of vegetables 
and of sea slugs. There was grilled
